.JiuiiPit Ucddick, public administrator of 
"Cook county and chairman of the Cook 
count; Republican Central Committee, met 
death shortly after midnight Snturdar as 
the result of an auto accident B.bortly after 
passing through the village of Half D«y, 
six mile<i south of Liberty villo. 

His neck was broken and bis wife, a wit- 
ness to the accident, iB prostrated by the 
■shock because she helped pick her husband 
<out of the auto debris, to find him dying. 

Mr. RedtHckr according to friends, was 
exceedingly averse to taking the pleasure 
trip which resulted in his death. All the 
members of the parly were bis neighbors 
and he had promised to join thcuf for the 
outing. When the automobile paity called 
for him down town Saturday afternoon he 
'declared that he preferred to remain in 
Chicago. To another friend, with whom 
ho bad been chatting just before the mn- 
•chinc drew up, he bad shown a check that 
he bad just reaiived with the remark'; "[ 
would give this if I could get out of going." 

After the party bad started on its journey, 
however, lie did riot again mention the 
subject. 

The party made a long run into Lake 
county to Liberty villa and was On its why 
bank to Chicago when the accident hap- 
pened. 

As they were passing through the little 
village of Half Day the tiro of the left rear 
, wheel of the machine- suddenly collapsed, 
1 and the automobile skidded almost its en- 
tire length. Then it caught In a rut and 
' upset. Mr. Reddick was hurled to the 
ground, and' then the big touring car 
'tinned htm down. Ilia neck had been 
broken by the fall and death was instan- 
taneous. The other members of the party 
were not badly hurt nnd were quickly 
helped to a nearby hotnr, where alt efforts 
to revive Mr. Reddick proved useless. 
: An inquest .was held over the body by 
Coroner Taylor oE Lake county at Half Day 

■ early Sunday' morning. Little testimony 
' was taken and a ven'ict of "accidental 

■ death" had beensigned by the 'coroner, 
* when T. F. Donogbue, an undertaker from 

Chicago arrived for the body. 

Mayor Uusse, who bad been summoned 
. to Iho scene of the accident from his sum- 
. incr borne at 'Fox Lake, made a record 
breaking auto run from Half day to Chi- 
cago, with Mrs. Reddick, whose arm wo* 
broken and who, col lapsed -after the in- 
quest. 

The automobile plunged into the front 

yard of the one-story -cottage occupied by 

' Samuel Freese, just off the roadside. Here 

(he car turned almost completely around 

_ sad then fell over on its side, Frotse and

In all luinkB belonging to the clearing 
house or affiliated with its depositors seek- 
ing to check but money from their accounts 
learned they would he paid in checks of 
the hank itself and not in cash. The de- 
positor)) will be allowed to draw out the 
full value or their accounts, but they will 
have to accept the hank's checks instead of 
greenbacks. 

Savings bank depositors wishing to 
withdrew any or nil of their boards will be 
shown the notification of tho bunk that it 
has decided to take advantage of that sec- 
tion in the banking taws of the state re* 
quiring the depositor to give thirty days' 
notice before drawing out less than $100 
and sir'y days' notice for more than 8100.

Hib candidate, Theo. Forby, was elected 
president of the school board at the special 
election Saturday afternoon by a majority 
of &9 votes over his opponent Dr. Rominger, 

The vole was, Forby #98, Rominger 799. 

The election was character! z«d by tho 
moat intense and bitter feeling that has 
ever been seen in a Zlon City election and 
as a climax to tbe heated condition, there 
was a street fight between two prominent 
citiiens, L. H. Brown and R, W. Ely. It 
seems tbnt tbe two men got into a wrangle • 
and Ely is charged with having called the 
other man a liar. Brown resented by slap- 
ping Ely in the face. 

The announcement of tho outcome of the 
election created great excitement. There 
was more yelling on tbe street* more 
blowing of horns and sounding of tin pana 
than Zion hns heard in the past if it were 
nil put together. 

As one man said, "It wan the wildest 
night tbe town has'ever seen. All it need- 
ed to make it just like a Waukegan and 
Kenosha election, was the saloon across 
the street. 

Saturday both aides were confident oE 
success, Voliva claiming his side would 
snoff under the others, white the Jengue 
faction d.uin>\i they would win by about 
100 votes. Instead of their prediction be- 
ing correct, it was almost correct if they 
had eiedited Voliva's side with „tbeir esti- 
mate instead of their own, for he won, by 
90. 

The outcome of the special election 
shows that Voliva is still supreme in Zioa 
City despite reports to the contrary. ■ This 
election was a showdown on the question 
as to the supremacy of influence and power 
among the people, with Voliva arraigned 
on tbe one side and the Municipal League 
with all nnti-Voliva factions united as 
against Voliva and his man Forby. 

For weeks, both sides have been working 
hard in their efforts to win and not a it one 
was left unturned to get out every vote and 
it is claimed that not over a half dozen 
voters of tbe city failed to cast their ballot.

LIBEL SUITS COME NEXT 




Chicago Newspaper Sued In Connec- 
tion with Magiil Case and Proph- 
ecies Are That Many Mora 
Will Follow. 

Clinton.— From present Indications 
tho famous Maglll murder easo had 
only Its beginning In tho trial 
which resulted In an ncqulttal for I ho 
defendants, Fred and Faye Maglll, In 
Decatur, 

Already a (1.0,000 libel suit has been 
started agntnst a Chicago paper, 
charged with publishing slanderous 
stories. The suit will como ta trial in 
tho November term of the circuit court 
In this county. 

Mrs. Downey, the truant officer in 
Clinton, and one of tho witnesses for 
tho state in the recent trial, has been 
to consult lawyors relative to starling 
a $20,000 dam ago suit against certain 
lawyers for the defense, whom slio 
soys made slanderous and malicious 
accusations against her good name. 

It was Btatcd upon responsible au- 
thority that Mrs. Anna Rundle, an- 
other witness for tho state, Is meditat- 
ing a similar suit against the Magllla' 
lawyors, Mrs. Bundle was declared In 
tho course of one of tho nrguments by 
tho defense to be a "liar and a danger- 
ous thing to bo at laTgo In .the land," 
both of which allegations MrB. Bundle 
coptonds are libelous and defamatory 
to her good name and character. 

And In addition it la Bald that Fred 
Magiil will at once Institute proceed- 
ings against certain of his relatives, 
and other prominent citizens of Clin- 
ton, whom he snys wore tho direct 
cause of his arrest and Indictment on 
the charge of murdering his wife, it 
Is understood thnt this latter suit will 
bo for $50,000 against each of four 
different persons.

Tha dntlcs of the nudltor of public 
nccounts no far as they relate to tha 
state are practically tho same ns 
when the otllcn was first created, bnl" 
tho work necessnry In the performance 
of these duties has very materially In- 
creased, Under tlio law an It now ex- 
ists tho nudltor Is required to keep nn 
official seal to.be used to nutbentlcato 
nil writings, pnpers, documents nnd 
accounts required by law to be certi- 
fied from Ills ofilce. 

The duties of tlio nudltor nre to 
tcccp the nccounts or tho stnte with 
nny, slate or territory nnd with the 
"United States, with nil public officers, 
corporations nnd Individuals liitvlim 
nccounts with the stnte; to nudlt all 
nccounts of public ofilrers who nro to 
he paid out of the stiftc treasury; of 
tho members of the leglslnture nnd nil 
persons mithorfeetl to receive money 
out of the treasury by virtue of nny 
appropriation made ot to be rondo by 
law, nnd upon ascertaining the nmonnt 
due any person from the treasury shall 
grant his warrant on the stale treas- 
urer for the sum due- 
Records Ail Warrants. 

Tlie nudltor tn reqrilred to keep n 
fair record of nil tho warrants by blm 
drawn, nnmborlnR the same In n book 
to be kept for that purpose. He Is 
required to sign all- warrants for 
money on the tren surer of the state, 
nnd nil otln-r papers necessary and 
proper to be signed by^hlm. The Inw 
nlso requires thnt the nudltor shnll tin 
deemed the proper officer to Institute 
nil suits, motion?, or other proceed- 
ings In Inw nnd equity In which Ihe 
stnte Is pin hi MIT, except in enses oth- 
erwise provided by law. 

ITc shall iiIpo "keep n correct record 
of nil accounts by him audited In 
books to be Ttept for thnt purpose. Ho 
sbnil keep nn ncconnt of all tnxes or 
other moneys which mny be due by 
nny person to 1he stnte. nnd nlso nn 
nccnunt of nil n mounts which inny be 
paid Into the stnte treasury, and shall 
credit the treasurer''- account with 
the nntount of canceled Tvnrnnits re- 
turned tn hjrti monthly 1iy the ^treas- 
urer nnd ttlve blm n receipt for the 
«nme, nnd shnll cancel all such war- 
rants on his warrant boolc. All re* 



(fe'pti for moneyi rocelred by U»i 
treasurer art required to he counter- 
signed by the auditor of publla nc 
counts. 

The tnw makes II tho duty of tin 
auditor to make out and forward to 
each county from time to time for tli« 
ub« of elerlcs and other olllcors suita- 
ble forms nnd Instruct Inns relative to 
the assessment of property for taxa- 
tion nnd tlio extension mnl collccllon 
of (ho taxes, which Instructions nro to 
lie strictly complied with by tho of- 
ficers In the performance ot Ihelr re. 
epeetlve duties under the require- 
ments of the revenue law. ire Is also 
required to give bis opinion nnd advlso 
nn nil questions of doubt ns to tho 
true Intent nud meaning of tho pro- 
visions of the revenue Inw. 

Keeps Iteoord of AMemmenti. 
■Reports of nssessment of proper tj 
In each county In Ihe state arc roado 
to the nudltor of public accounts 
After the equal Ixntlon of the snmc by 
the state bonrd of equalisation the 
rates of stntn tnx nro nscortntned upon 
the nggregnto equalized nnsesged vnhifl 
of the projierty of the state In ne- 
cordnnco with law, which rates nro 
cert I tied by the auditor of public nc 
counts to tho several county clerks In 
the state, who are required to extend 
said rates upon the tax hooks against 
the equalled taxable property &h- 
scsscd In each county. Tleports nro 
nlso innde to tho nudltor of public ac- 
counts of nil taxes extended on tho 
collectors' books for collection. All 
county collectors nre required to mnki 
settlement of tlin stnte taxes collected 
by them through the auditor's office, 
nnd tn case nny collector falls to pay 
over the stnto tnxes collected by .him 
nnd tnnkes default the law requires 
the auditor of public accounts to In- 
Btlluto suit upon the bond of the col- 
lector to enforce the collection of tlio 
tnxes bo defaulted. 

Alt records of the United States 
land offices formerly located In the 
Btnto of Illinois nre by Inw In tho 
custody of tho nudltor of public ac- 
counts, whose duty It Is to safely pre- 
serve the same and make all copies 
of orlRlnnl entries, copies of field notes 
of surveys, copies of plats of survey, 
nnd* nil other pnpers relating to suld 
flics whenever culled for. 

Adds New Duties, 
* Prom time to time during the pnsl 
lawn imve been enacted imposing ad- 
ditions! nnd ox-offlclo duties upon tho 
nudltor or public accounts. Under 
tlio present Inws the nudltor Is ex-of- 
ficlo n member of the stnto hoard of 
equalisation nnd Is required -to tako 
part In the work of the equalization 
of property and of the assessing of 
property required to be assessed by 
that bonrd. The auditor Is also ex- 
officio clerk of the court of elnlms, 
whose duty It Is to net nn clerk "Tor 
such court and to preserve the flle^ 
nnd records of the same. lie Is nlso 
n member of the board of contract 
commissioners, nnd trustee of tlie Lin- 
coln home, both of which nlso impose 



addltlonnl duties. 

In ii i Id 1 1 ion to the revenue nnd Innd 
records departments In the auditor's 
office, there Is the department super- 
vising slate banks, trust companies, 
title guarantee coinpnnlcs, and pawn 
brokers* societies, and the building, 
loan mid homestead association de- 
partment. 

Supervises Stale Bunks. 

Tlie act concerning corporations 
with hanking powers, placing ■ the 
supervision of state banks In the hands 
of the auditor, beenme operative on 
nee. 0, 1888. It requires the render- 
ing of periodical sworn statements by 
tho banks and at lenat one examina- 
tion each yenr under direction of tlie 
auditor. Calls for Buch statements 
are usunlly Issued simultaneously 
with thn comptroller of the currency 
and reports compiled I hereon are dis- 
tributed free to the public, In tho 
matter of examinations n force of ex- 
pert nnd experienced auditors Is con- 
stantly employed. 

There Ib no stronger evidence of 1 i 
ImpoHnnco and the growth of this de- 
pigment under tho administration of 
the present auditor, than tho folio wins 
comparative statement: 

tinder the tru«t net fifty-three cor- 
porations are qualified and have mndo 
the required deposit with the nudltor, 
Of thlB number thirty-eight arc state 
banks, two nre on;n nidations under 
the general Incorporation act, nnd 
thirteen arc corporations from other 
states ndmltted to do business In 
Illinois under ihe foreign corporation 
act, 

Examine* the Societies. 
Two pawn brokers' societies nnd 
two title guarantee companion have 
been orgimlwd through the auditor's 
department. Like the banks nud 
trust companies, title guarantee com- 
rnnlcs and pawn brokers' societies art 
examined at least once annually. 
Whore state tanks, have qualified un- 
der the trust net they nre usunlly ex- 
nmlned twice each year. At the pres- 
ent time the deposit of securities with 
the mi ill tor's department by these com- 
panies, required by law, amounts to 
o pprox l mn tely $7,000,000. 

On Hoe. 1, 10OO. .the date of tho au- 
ditor's last report on building, loan 
ami homestend association^ 000 ot 
such societies with resources ot over 
$40,000,000. were operating In till* 
state; 107 of these nro located In the 
dry of Chlcngn. 

Tn 1807 the nudltor reported 032 
such associations. A number or these 
—In many ensss by reason of tho nn- 
tlonhl diameter of their business, 
heavy accumulations of real estate 
and ex pensive mauaKoineut — were ob- 
liged to retire from the field. Since 
'1003, when WW associations wore re- 
ported. com 11 1 tons seem to have grown 
normal and the numtier and volume 
of business has been maintained. 

Itcnldfs being subject to examina- 
tion by the nudltor, these concerns nro 
required by law to II le annual state- 
ments.

Clinton.— From present Indications 
tho famous Maglll murder caao had 
only its boglnnlng In the trlnl 
which resulted In nn acquittal for llto 
defendants, Fred and Faye Maglll, In 
Decatur. 

Already a $SO,000 libel suit has been 
started against a Chicago paper, 
charged with publishing slanderous 
stories. Tho suit will como to trial In 
tho Novoinber term of tho circuit court 
In this county. 

Mrs. Downey, the truant officer in 
Clinton, nnd one of tho witnesses for 
tho stato in the recent trlnl. has been 
to consult lawyers relative to starling 
a $20,000 dnmage suit against certain 
lawyers for tho defense, whom sho 
says mnile slanderous and malicious 
accusations against her good name. 

It was stated upon responsible au- 
thority that Mrs. Anna Bundle, an- 
other witness for tho state, is meditat- 
ing a similar suit against thu Magi! Is* 
lawyers. Mrs. Rundlo was declared In 
the course of one of tho arguments by 
the defense to bo a "liar and a dungor- 
ous thing to be nt large In the land," 
both of which allegations Mrs. Rundle 
coptends aro libelous and dcrnmatory 
to her good name nnd chnractcr. 

And In addition It is said that Fred 
Maglll will at once Institute proceed- 
ings against certain of hiB relatives, 
and other prominent citizens of Clin- 
ton, whom ho says were the direct 
cause of his arrest and indictment on 
tho charge of murdering his wifo.

Springfield.— Illinois stands In the 
front rank or the states which pro- 
flcrltio practical Instruction for their 
soldiers. To bo auro It lags- a long 
way behind those commonwealths 
which adoquntoly house, uniform nad 
equip their gunrdsmen, whilo, at tho 
same time, Insisting that the work 
performed shall bo of tho very bcBt. 
Howover, It is moving In tho right 
direction, and tho legislature at Its 
last session took one stop In advance 
whon it appropriated money for tho 
construction of an armory to bo oc- 
cupied by tho .Seventh infantry. It Is 
reasonable to believe that this will 
contlnuo until all tbo military organi- 
zations In tho state aro provided with 
armories BUfflclent for their needs. In 
tho matter of rifle firing, however, Il- 
linois has not lagged. It has provided 
a reservation In tho extreme north- 
eastern comer of tho state, known as 
Camp Logan, and there on the shares 
of Lake Michigan has established a 
riflo range.

The net defined the duties of auditor

Adds New Duties, 
' Prom time to time during the pnat 
laws hnve been cnacled Imposing ad- 
ditional and ex-officlo duties upon the 
auditor of public necouuts. Under 
the present laws the auditor Is cx-of- 
flclo a member of the state hoard of 
equalization nnd Is required to take 
part in Ihe work of ihe equalization 
of property nnd of the assessing of 
property required to be nssef-sed by 
that board. The auditor Is also ex- 
offlelo clerk of the court of claims, 
whnjto duty It Is to net ns clerk for 
such court and to preserve the flleH 
and records nf the same. He is also 
a member of the lioard of contract 
commissioner.!, and trustee of the Lin- 
coln home, both of whleh also Impose 



additional duties. 

In addition to the revenue nnd lnnd 
reronls departments In the auditor's 
office, there Is the department super- 
vising nlnte bank*, trust companies, 
title guarantee coin panics, and pawn 
brokers' societies, and the building, 
loan nnd homestead association de- 
partment. 

■ Supervise* Slate Hunks. 

Tlte act concerning corporations 
with bnnhlng poivors, placing ■ the 
supervision of stnte banks In the hands 
of the auditor, became operative on 
Dec 0, 3888. It requires the render- 
ing of periodical sworn statements by 
the hanks and at lenst one examina- 
tion each yenr under direction of the 
auditor. Calls for such statements 
nro usually Issued simultaneously 
with the comptroller of the currency 
and reports compiled thereon arc dis- 
tributed free to the public, In tho 
matter of examinations a force of ex- 
pert nnd experienced auditors Is con- 
stantly employed. 

There Is no stronger evidence of I < 
Importance nnd. tho growth of Ibis de- 
partment under tbe administration of 
the present auditor, than the following 
compnrntlve stntcnient: 

Tinder the tru«t act flfty-threo cor- 
porations nre qualified and hnve made 
the required deposit with the auditor. 
Of this number thirty-eight nre state 
banks, two nre organizations under 
Ihc general Incorporation act, ami 
thirteen nre corporations from other 
states admitted to dn business In 
Illinois under the foreign corpora I Ion 
octji 

Examines the Societies. 

Two pawn brokera' socle ties and 
two title guarantee companies hnve 
becu ortSHUlwd through the auditor's 
depnrtmeut T.Ike the bnnks nnd 
trust companies, title guarantee com- 
panies and pawn brokers' societies ur.« 
examined ut least once annually. 
Where stnte banks. have qualified un- 
der the trust net they nrc usually ex- 
amined twice onch year. At ihe pre*, 
ent time the deposit of securities with 
the niidltor's department by these coin- 
panics, required by lnw, amounts to 
approximately $7,000,000.

Present Situation Dealt Solely With 

Supplies of Currency — Neither 

Credit Nor Prosperity 

Affected. 



Now York.— The feeling nmong 
banking authorities Is that united ac- 
tion and wise counsels have already 
acccjmpJJHhcd much la providing n so- 
lution fof the financial problem with 
which they have boon called on to 
deal during tho past week, and that, 
with remedial plans now further per- 
fected, tho promise Is strong for tho 
uninterrupted maintenance or tlnan- 
ClBl stability. 

Saturday the bunkers adopted the 
By stem of clettrlDg house loan cortlfi- 
catcs and agreed that tho withdrawal 
of savings deposits shall be permitted 
only on tho legal notice of from 30 to 
60 days. This example was followed 
by tho banks of Chicago, Milwaukee. 
St. Louis, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Du- 
lath, and other cities, not because of 
any weakness of those institutions, 
but to prevent the draining of their 
financial resources by the demand Tor 
money In the cast. 

Sunday was marked by Its usual 
calm, which gave the financial leaders 
an opportunity to case the tension 
of overwrought nerves experienced 
during the past week. Most of them 
remained at home throughout the day 
and there was a noticeable absence of 
the hurried conferences of recent 
days. 

The departure of Secretary Cartel- 
you for Washington removed a con- 
spicuous figure from the field, but It 
waa felt that with President Roose- 
velt's strong support, as expressed In 
hut letter made public Saturday night, 
Mr. Cor toly oil's presence In Washing- 
ton was favorable to such further 
government assistance as might be re- 
quired. 

One prominent banker pointed out 
that It could not be brought to the 
attention to the country at large too 
strongly that tho present situation Is 
one dealing solely with the supplies 
of currency, and that neither the busi- 
ness credit of the nation nor its In- 
dustrial and agricultural prosperity Is 
affected. 

In this respect there is a sharp con- 
trast with the conditions prevalent in 
1SD3. At that time many manufac- 
tories were closed, railroad business 
was at a- low ebb and all parts of the 
country were feeling the strain of 
acute business depression. To-day, 
on the contrary, the country is ex- 
tremely prosperous; manufacturing 
plants are running at full time to 
keep up with orders demanding output 
to their fullest capacity; railroad 
earnings are the highest ever known 
and the crop prospects are excellent. 
The banks themselves, especially 
those or New York, have la their 
vaults Interest-hearing securities of 
the very best character on which. In 
all ordinary times, they would be able 
to realize largo sums of money. 
Chicago Adopts System. 

Chicago. — To prevent tho drain- 
ing of Chicago's financial resources 
*y the demand for money In the 
■cast, and to preserve the stability 
■of the Ileal banks through the pinch 
«f the present fiscal stringency, the 
members of the clearing house, com- 
prising the bank presidents of the city, 
met Saturday night and adopted pre- 
cautionary measures. 

It was decided that beginning with 
the opening of business Monday morn- 
ing clearing house certificates will be 
Issued to cover the balance between 
banks, and the withdrawal of savings 
deposits will be permitted only on tho 
legal notice of from 30 to 60 days. 



One Confoates — Possessed Many Na- 
val Secrets and Tried to Black- 
mall Minister of Marine. 

Farts. — Tho arrest of Ensign 
Chnries B. Ullmo, of the French 
navy, at Toulon Thursday, on tho 
chargo of being n spy and his confes- 
sion to having nbstrnctcd a secret 
naval signal book and the naval 
clphor code, was followed Friday by 
the arrest at Ycndomo of an officer 
named Ilcrtoa, who Is charged with 
negotiations with an agent of a for- 
eign powor for tho snlo of military 
secrets. 

The arrests are creating a groat 
stir, and as Ullmo is a Hebrew, the 
papers term his case a second Droy- 
fus affair. 

It appears that Ullmo offered cer- 
tain documents to tho minister of ma- 
rine for $30,000, saying that unless his 
oiler waH accepted ho would sell thorn 
to a foreign power. A dummy corre- 
spondence was begun, ending with 
Ullmo's- capture. 

A search of his lodgings revealed 
that ho not only possessed tho secret 
code signals, but was In possession of 
complete plans for tho mobilization of 
the French nnvy, tho location of har- 
bor mines In the event of war, photo- 
graphs of the mechanism of France'B 
famous TG-mllllmctro field gun, etc. 

The cases of Ullmo and Borton 
added Importance to the debate 
which opened In the chamber of dep- 
uties Friday afternoon on tho interpel- 
lations regarding the state of tho na- 
tional defenses, In connection with the 
charges made in the book entitled 
"Are We Defended?" recently pub- 
lished by Charles Humbert, nn ex- 
army cnptnln and stuff officer of for- 
mer Wnr .Minister Andre, and tbo 
magazine article on the same subject 
of which Gen. Langlols Is the author. 

Mm. Gnnthlor ami Lasies, authors of 
Interpellations, spoke at length on tho 
disorganization said to exist In the 
army, citing statements made by M. 
Humbert nnd Gen. Langlofs nod con- 
tending that this deplorable condition 
of affairs was the result of tho nntl- 
military propaganda and tho political 
favoritism introduced since the days 
of Gen. Andre,

Springfield, III.— The decision of tho 
appellate court affirming the decision 
of the criminal, court of Cook 
county, which found John A. 
Cooke guilty of embezzlement while 
acting as circuit clerk of Cook county, 
and sentenced him to imprisonment 
In the penitentiary, was affirmed by 
the supremo court Thursday. 

The supreme court also affirmed tho 
judgment of the criminal court of Cook 
county, which found George S. Mc- 
Reynolds guilty of embezzlement and 
sentenced him to the penitentiary.

In fact, the president In lit a last an- 
nual message to congress, as well as 
the secretary of tho navy In his an- 
nual report, mado a recommendation 
to that effect, but without securing 
the approval of congress.

Rear Admiral Evans Is going to sail 
In command of (he most powerful fleet 
thnt ever gathered under the Ameri- 
can flag. Not only that, ho commands 
more battleships of modern typo than 
nny other naval officer In the world, 
and tbo only officer whose blue pen- 
nant flo&tB over a more numerous fleet 
of alt kinds of warships is Lord 
Charles Bcrosford, and ho la of oven 
greater rank than a vice admiral, be- 
ing an admiral, like Dewoy. 

On this cruise tho American fleet is 
to touch in many foreign ports and Is 
to exchange courtesies with , foreign 
fleets.

and Financiers Think Trouble 

Is Just About 

Over, 



New York.— The princlpnl events In 
tho financial district Monday Indicated 
that tho worst of the crisis was over 
and that conditions were settling down 
to normal. There wore no further 
bank suspensions and reports were 
favorabio for the resumption of most 
of the banks which closed temporarily 
last weok. 

The engagement of $18,760,000 In 
gold from Europe for Importation to 
Now York was followed by tho sensa- 
tional announcement ot sales of 
American, copper abroad, which will 
further Increase the tide of foreign 
money to this country to an aggre- 
gate of over 126,000,000. This, -with 
tho rapid rise of good securities on tbo 
stock exchange. In some cases as 
much as four and five per cent., which 
was nntu rally followed by slight re- 
action at tho close, and the policy or 
the trust companlas not to pay out 
currency for hoarding purposes, nil 
contributed to strengthen the confi- 
dence 'in banking circles nnd among 
tho public at largo. 

Runs upon banks practically ceased, 
partly because of recognition that 
they were unnecessary and unjustifia- 
ble and partly because of the policy 
adopted to pay large checks only ' In 
certified checks on depositary banks. 
This system of payment, worked no ap- 
parent hardship and was tho cause of 
very little protest. Small checks were 
paid promptly in currency, nnd larger 
amounts where It wns demonstrated 
that currency was required for pur- 
poses other than hoarding. 

One of the sensational features of 
the day wan tho remarkable develop- 
ment In tho copper trade. The United 
Metals Soiling compnny reported a 
sharp advance In the price. Copper 
which they would have sold gladly ten 
days ago at 12'/j cents a pound, com- 
manded 13% to 13% cents a pound 
Monday.

RUSSIAN PRISON HEAD SLAIN. 



Gen. Maxlmoffsky Is Shot Down by * 
Woman. 

St. Petersburg. — Gen. Maximo If- 
sky, director or the department of 
prisons or tho ministry or the Interior, 
was shot and killed Monday by a 
woman. Tho general was the highest 
responsible official connected with the 
Russian prisons and it Is supposed 
that this was the reason he was se- 
lected for assassination by. the terror- 
ists. 

The genera l's assassin, who was 
arrested Immediately, unhesitatingly 
avowed herself to bo an emissary ot 
the northern flying section of tho 
social revolutionists, who had been 
Intrusted with the task of punishing 
Maxlmoffsky for the stem reglmo 
which he lately had Introduced In tho 
treatment or Important political pris- 
oners, whom ho ordered to bo treated 
like ordinary criminals.

Later he Is said to have killed a 
negro In Popo count)-, 111. Just before 
removing from Galalla, 111.*, .where he 
served a 8 city marshal, Malone shot 
a man In the mouth, nnd a few years 
ngo shot and killed John Hollehnn in 
East St, Louis, He wbb tried fojr 
murder In each Instance but wns ac- 
quitted. 



Steamer Finland Disabled. 
Dover, England. — The Red 9tnr lino 
steamer Finland, from New York Oc- 
tober 19 for Dover and Antwerp, 
struck the western end of tbo south- 
ern breakwater Monday while enter- 
ing this port.

Recent 



Attempts to Tabulate the 
Beasts That Perish. 




Every now and then some natural- 
lit endeavors to make an approximate 
numerical count ot known animal 
species, This kind of attempt la sure- 
ly not wttbout interest, but It must be 
acknowledged that Its results are very 
uncertain. Wo are far from knowing 
all species, and tbero Is yet a delight' 
ful prospect ahead for thoso who lovo 
systematic zoology and for zoologists 
who bestow mutual honors by giving 
each other's names to some animal 
hitherto unknown. 

As Nurmann remarked to a recent 
meeting of naturalists at tho museum, 
to which ho presented his "Catalogues 
Mammnltum," Iho species of rodents 
known In 1880 wore only 070 In num- 
ber; now they aro 1,000. Tho num- 
ber has thus, at least, doubled In 27 
years. Tho number of living species 
of this creature now known. Is about 
1,500, divided among 100 genera. This 
family Is the most numerous of tho 
class of mammalia. — Wlsseri fur Alio.
